The Cotwplrar r to Assassinate Wash- 


ington. 


An attempt made to assassinate Gen- 


eral Washington, in New York in 1776, 
it imperfectly described, as follows, by 
James Thatcher, a Massachusetts sur- 
pon, ia the Continental army, in "A 
lilitary Journal, during the American 
(evolutionary War,"uoderdateof Sep- 
tember 10,1776 : "I have omitted to 
record the following incident*, till I 
eould ascertain the particulars of the 
reports. We*learn by accounts from 
New York, that sometime sinoe, a plot 
>f tbe most atrocious nature was de- 
eeted in that city. A gang of tones 
tad associated for the purpose of join- 
ng the British army, and concerted a 
dan, it is said, to assassinate his excel- 
eney, General Washington, and some 
other officers; and while onr army was 
ngaged with the enemy to blow up onr 
magazine*, etc. The mayor of onr city 
and an armorer, who was engaged in 
making rifles for the tones, and seven) 
then, were taken into custody and 
ommitted to close prison. The mayor, 
n examination, confessed that he n- 
eived money'from Governor Tyron to 
«y the armorer for the rifles. 
Two of 


his excellency's guards were confeder- 
ated, and a third, to whom the secret 
ras confided, honestly disclosed the in- 
brmation. Several of these miscreants 
wen tried and convicted, and two or 
hne were executed" A foot-note of 
his account, quotes as follows, from 
one of Mr. David Ramsey's histories : 
'Gov. Tyron had suborned - the then 
mayor of New York, to assist the royal 
ones on their arrival in that city, and 
Jen. Washington was to be assassina- 
ted. The detestable design was render- 
ed abortive by appnhaoding Thomas 
Hiokeg, one of Washington's lire-guard 
man, who was engaged in the conspira- 
cy, and had engaged others; this false 
misenaat was tried by a court martial 
on the 28th of Jane, found guilty, and 
was executed on the same day, amid 
the onnes of the American army."

Internal Serene* Beeetnts. 


The internal revennc reperto for the 


ast fieanl year show Hanoi* to be in 
the lead in tbe matter of contributing 
o the public exchequer. It heads the 
ist of states with 125,734,681 to its 
credit. Next conies Ohio.credited with 
119,295,825, followed by New York, 
witM17,2S3,8«7. The amount collect- 
ed from these three states is a little 
over sixty-two and a quarter millions, 
iver twice as much as is paid by the 
llwen southern states. Counting into 
:be list West Virginia and Miseouri,tbe 
ist of southern states together paid 
129,924,919. 
California, Nevada and 


Oregon together paid $3,751,851, or 
about the same as all the New England 
states, from which was collected 13,- 
933,772. The Western states, conni- 
ng Missouri with the south, paid 158,- 
567,572, or nearly as much as the Mid- 
dle and Southern states combine J. Tbe 
four Middle states contributed t30,- 
087,223. 
These Western states, how- 


ever, did not pay as much as the three 
mat states of Hlkois, Ohio and New 
York, they yielding nearly one half of 
the whole revenue. The territories paid 
altogether 1290,187, of which Dakota 
contributed the most—$48,603, and 
Wyoming the least—$18,551. 


Themonhere. 


Tbe tbermopbere is tbe name of a 


new and important apparatus for stor- 
ing heat This instrument professes to 
do wish heat what others claim to have 
accomplished with electricity—store it 
tap tor future use. 


This instrument is said to be a cubic- 


al box, about one foot on a side, but 
may be made of any dimension required, 
the outer coating being of either wood 
or metal, and the inside occupied by 
thin layers of irridium covered with 
tissues of silk satunted with liquid 
hydrogen. Tbe irridinm plates have 
first been charged with intense beat, bj 
means of powerful reflecting mirrors 
set in the sun's nys. 
Then they have 


been covered with the films of silk sat- 
urated with liquid hydrogen, so that 
the heat cannot escape till the silk is 
removed. When a single plate oi the 
metal is thus uncovered, the msgazine 
speedily beoomce intensely hot. The 
correspondent alleges that ia three min- 
utes a pan of water was made to boil 
and continued to do so for a long time 
afterwards. The inventor declared that 
this single magazine contained impris- 
oned heat enough to warm the Paris 
opera house all winter, and that a mag- 
zinc two inches square wonld send forth 
beat enough to warm an ordinary dwell- 
ing house throughout tbe longest win- 
ter.

DANGER SIGNALS. 


The President's Symptoms 
Somewhat Lee* favorable. 


THE FEVER THAT CONTINUES TO 


APPEAR EACH DAY. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—The 


condition of the president to day has 
not been all that could be asked, or 
even as good aa hti been expected. The 
febrile rise which marked the COUTH of 
yesterday caused some alarm last evea- 
ing, but subsided toward 10 o'clock, and 
was thought to be mereljr temporary.— 
This morning's bulletin showed that the 
president had passed * very comforta- 
ble night, and was resting easily this 
morning. There were no indications in 
the early part of the day of any impor- 
tant change in the situation. 
This 


afternoon, however, the fern name ear- 
lier'than on yesterday, and TOM some- 
what higher toward night. As early as 
12 o'clock his pulse bad ran up to 104, 
and the temperature to 100 degrees. 
This continued fluctuating ill afternoon 
until, at 7 o'clock, the pulse was still 
104 and the temperature bed reached 
101.2 degrees. This unfavorable con- 
dition hag continued during the c?ening 
although the cooling shower of the 
afternoon has sensibly lowered the out- 
door temperature. 


On yesterday the reason given for 


the increased fever was that the day 
was so extremely hot and the cooling 
apparatus did not seem to work satis- 
factorily. 
To-day has been much cooler 


outside and there in no complaint on 
the score of the cooling apparatus. 


The physicians appear to be some- 


what at fault as to the cause of the 
abnormal temperature to night. It is 
time, in their opinion, that this after- 
noon surgical fever should begin to 
•bate. Instead of that it has ben ris- 
ing daily for the last three days. No 
particular alarm appears to have been 
felt yesterday, nor is any expressed to- 
day, but there is some anxiety it the 
white house this evening. It was fear- 
ed at first that the cause was another. 
pus cavity or the formation of an ab- 
scess in the region of the ball. This, 
however, was mere speculation, which 
does not seem to be borne out by the 
discharge, which is liberal and healthy 
in character. 


The president appears to have been 


able to partake of his usual amount 
of 
nourishment of 
beefsteak 
and 


toast in small quantities; but this, it 
must be remembered, is BO symptom 
either of appetite or the condition of 
bis stomach. He haa repeatedly said 
that he took these solids because his 
physicians requested it, not because he 
pined for them. lie had been asleep 
at intervals daring the day, even with 
his high fever, and does not appear to 
be disturbed otherwise. • 


All of the doctors have been present 


at intervals during the day, and both 
Doctors Hammond and Agnew sign the 
bulletin this evening. There does not 
appear to be any disposition on the part 
of the attaches at the white house to 
conceal the fact that the president's 
condition ia not what they have the 
right to expect. 


It ia significant, however, that the 


doctors have grown suddenly reticent 
again, which has been considered all 
along an indication of bad news. They 
will say nothing about the cue, exoept 
that there ia no occasion for alarm. 
The change occasions a faint renewal 
of public anxiety. 


Later unofficial reports from 
the 


white house to-night indicate a slight 
improvement in the symptoms. Dr. 
Hamilton, who was to have left for 
New York this evening, will remain on 
account of the unfavorable change. Dr. 
Bliss says there is nothing alarming 
About the present status of the case. 
He thinks there is DO abscess, and the 
discharge of pun is quite sufficient in 
qnanty and quality. There is nothing 
offensive about the matter discharged, , 
and it is freer, if anything, than several 
days ago. 
' 


A rumor circulated this evening that 


he had been called upon for his surgic- 
at instruments. Dr. Bliss pronounces 
this fake. 
He tsavs there is now no 


intention to cut for the ball, nor will 
such a step be resorted to unlets an 
abscess is apparent. He does not at- 
tempt to account for the extraordinary 
febrile rise, except as a continuation of 
the surgical fever. All the doctors will 
be present at to morrow morning's ex- 
amination. 


WASHINOTON, August 6.—The tenor 


of the verdict in the Whittaker ease 
has been the subject of a good deal of 
speculation. 
It has been generally 


understood that it was averse to Whit- 
taker, but this was not positively known 
until now. The report of the court- 
martial arrived at the office of the judge 
advocate general some time ago, but 
owing to General Swaim's attendance 
upon the patient at the white house, it 
was not examined. It is now being re- 
vised, and will be ready for submission 
to the president for bis final action jut 
as soon as he is able to give his atten- 
tion to it. The essence of the verdict 
is the finding of Wbittaker guilty of. 
committing die alleged outrage upon 
himtelf. This verdiet is unailmoas, 
and is coupled with the unanimous ree- 
ommendttron that he be dismissed the 
service. The judge advocate general 
will approve this verdict, there is not 
the slightest doubt about that, and thus 
will end the most remarkable military 
trial on record. It has cost the gov- 
ernment nearly $25,000 to deeide who 
metilated Whittaker's ears, and even 
now, when it is all over and the verdiet 
is that the boy himself did the job to 
exeite public sympathy, it will be re- 
ceived with some doubt bv a good many 
people.
